Ing will be a large "113" tele­

phone information-center con­ 
taining 72 positions of the 
latest type informal ion 
switchboard, a public busi­ 
ness office, company employ­ 
ment offices, and,various em­ 
ployee facilities.

RECUPERATING
According to John .Sonne- 

born, Pacific'** district mana­ 
ger (Dick Pyfe, local mana­ 
ger, is recuperating from an 
illness), the information of­ 
fice will be. one of the largest 
in the harbor area communi­ 
ties and will serve some tele­ 
phones in tfach.

Overall cost of the build- 
ling , project, Sonneborn said

— including, land, building 
and equipment —- is nearly
8:>o.ooo.

lie pointed out that' more 
than 200 additional telephone 
information operators will be 
employed in the building 
when it is ready for use.

The added payroll, he em­ 
phasized, will bring more 
than $1 million annually to 
Torrance.

Property measuring nearly 
150 feet along Torrance Blvd. 
and HO feet along Arlington 
avenue was acquired by the 
company this week. Several 
unoccupied buildings will be 
removed to make way for the

new telephone structure. 
THIRD STORY POSSIBLE

Initially two stories high, 
the new building will be 
framed for a third story for 
future growth. It will be con­ 
structed of reinforced con­ 
crete. .

"I'm delighted to be able 
to tell you about our build­ 
ing plans," Sonneborn en­ 
thused. "-It is regrettable to 
me that Dick Pyle, your Tor­ 
rance phone company mana­ 
ger, couldn't make this im­ 
portant announcement.

"We plan to staff our infor­ 
mation center around the 
clock with helpful, pleasant-

voiced, intelligent women. 
We hope that most, of them 
will live right, here in Tor­ 
rance."
